auguration of the Olympic games to- 
day provided a spectacle which porb- 
abiy has not ever been equaled in all 
the" history of athletics from the day 
of the Ancient Greeks.

but'a solemn ceremony which moved 
the spectators deeply. 


The day was perfect.

clear blue sky. overhead.

stadium was filled with thirty thou- 
sand people of all nationalities. 
The 


delicate color of the women's cos- 
tumes and the bright uniforms of the 
army officers in themselves made-a 
beautiful picture.

was blown by a corps of trumpeters 
sounded far and wide and announced 
the opening of the .games. Then the 
Swedish national hymn was sung and 
this was joined in by many of the 
spectators.

When the inauguarl ceremonial of

A group of trumpeters in inedieaval 


costumes stationed on the tower on 
the south end of the stadium sound- 
ed a blast which was responded to by 
another group of trumpeters on the 
tower at the opposite end. The crown 
prince waving his hat led three re- 
sounding cheers and the march of the 
athletes passed the reviewing stand 
at once began. 
As soon as this was ended a body 


of 200 white clad Swedish gymnasts 
ran onto the field and performed a 
number of spectacular evolutions. Af- 
ter the men a group o£ Swedish wom- 
en gave an exhibition of 
exercises 


and apparatus including the jumping 
horse and the trapeze. The culmina- 
tion of the spectacle was the march 
of the athletes before the royal box.

ped to its present complexity, says 
Dr. Charles McCarthy, head of the 
Wisconsin Legislative 
Reference Li- 


brary, in a bulletin published by the 
Extension Division of the University 
o£ Wisconsin. 


"How complex out law is today in 


America-is -shown by- the fact that 
the ordinary legislator has very lit- 
tle conception of the law," writes Dr. 
McCarthy. "If the laws are so compli- 
cated that Laymen 
cannot 
under- 


stand them and it takes a great hier- 
archy of judges 
and 
jurists 
who 


struggle with each other and wrangle 
over the fine points of 
the 
game, 


then, sooner, or later that law is go- 
ing to be used as. a.n instrument of 
oppression." 


"The people are governed by rules 


either made by the courts or our leg- 
islatures. The people must begin to 
make a study of those rules, and if 
they are so mysterious that the ordin- 
ary man cannot understand, them, we 
mut substitute other rules for them. 
We must at least make an effort to 
have a wider 
comprehension of all 


our laws lest the time shall 
come 


when the people, 
impatient o£ re- 


stJjKint and' .rtot understanding the 
basis of legislation, will do'by vio- 
lence that which ought to be 
done 


by logical deliberation built upon a 
thorough knowledge of the basis of 
all laws. 


> "We have been too 
prone in the 


past, to allow out laws to belong to 
a certain class—men 
who are sup- 


posed to be learned in the law. These 
men lia.ve ol'ten. abused the trust re- 
posed in them. And, so, if after all, 
la.w merely' springs from the people, 
why should there be this mysterious 
about it? The safety of a republic de-

-were really from the sacred t'eahns of 
Siam or not remains a mystery to- 
day, but it. is whispered in some cir- 
cles that Barnum's agent found a very 
pinkish skinned elephant in one of 
the European shows and bought it, 
heralding it as a white elephant, while 
the Forepaush elephant, was merely a 
light colored beast, whose coat had 
teen scrubbed and washed carefully 
until whitened by artificial means. At 
any rate, in the words.of P. T. Bar- 
num. "It was easy ,to humbug the 
public and they' liked it."

Simmons of Milwaukee has 
decided to test calcium chloride as a 
dust preventative on some 
of the 


macadamized streets

usse of oil on 
other 
macadamized 


streets, in order to determine the rel- 
ative economy and efficiency of the 
different methods of dust prevention 
which are most in favor through the 
country. 


Calcium chloride absorbs moisture 


from the atmosphere and deliquesces, 
thus "laying the dust" as effectually 
as does the sprinkling wagon ordinar- 
ily used on macadamized streets. 
. The Milwaukee 
county 
highway 


commission is inclined to favor 
the 


use of oil rather than calcium chlor- 
ide as a dust perventative,. for 
the 


reason that the oil 
gives more per- 


manent effects. 
The chloride gives 


no permanent relief from dust 
and 


when the weather is intensly hot and 
everything is unusually dry, the very 
time when dust is most troublesome 
the salt is least effective. 
It draws 


moisture from the air line] when there 
is no 
moisture to draw, naturally it 


does no,t keep down the 'dust as well. 
A heavy rain storm may come along 
just after it is applied and then 
the 


chloride is washed oft and the appli- 
cation becomes labor wasted.

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Reminiscences of Battle of 


Gettysburg By A. F. Lee 


Forty-nine years ago the first of this 


•n-eeek, July 1. 2 and S, ISO.'!, the great- 
est battle of the Civil War. the fight 
on the field of Gettysburg, took place, 
the rebels being turned back in their 
first and only invasion of 
Northern 


soil, when the Union 
forces 
com- 


manded by 
General 
Meade, 
met 


and 
defeated 
the 
Rebel 
army 


under 
General 
Lee. 
The 
bat- 


tle was precipitated when 
Buford's 


cavalry, a part of Meade's army, acci- 
dentally came in contact with Heth's 
division of Hill's corps of the South- 
ern army. Bnford's cavalry were re- 
inforced by 
Gen. John 
Reynold's 


forces, and the big battle commenced. 


A. F. Lee of this city, then a second 


lieutenant in the Second Regiment, 
' Wisconsin Infantry, was with Hey-

noltl's troops at the time 
the battle 


started, and although not actively en- 
gaged at the time, was a witness of 
the famous charge made by Pickett on 
the third and most important clay of 
the battle.

Regarding his experiences at 
the 


Battle of Gettysburg, Lieut. Lee told 
the following story. 


around us in line of battle and we 
were trying to hold them off. 
The 


Eleventh Corps was sent out to help 
us, and we commenced to retreat, but 
we had to fight all of the way back 
to Cemetery Hill. 


The First Corps didn't 
do much 


fighting after that. We were stationed 
on Gulp's Hill, and the land in front 
of us lay almost straight up and down, 
but they did have face enough to make 
a charge up there once. That finished 
the fighting on the first day. 


The next day there was fighting all 


along the line, although it was more 
of skirmishing than lighting. 
The 


third day was the great day. 
Pickett 


made his charge and we held our line 
ready for any call to go in, but our 
corps was called on. 


It was a magnificent sight to 
see 


Pickett when he started on his charge. 
The artillery had been cannonading for 
hours before hand, and there 
were 


many guns on both the Union 
and 


Rebel sides. 
Then of a sudden, Gen- 


eral Hunt, in charge of the artillery, 
rode up and down the line giving 
the 


order to cease firing, and the 
guns 


were pulled over the 
crest of the 


knoll, out of sight of the Rebels. Na- 
turally they supposed the artillery had 
been silenced and made ready 
to 


charge. In a park near the battlefield 
the reserve batteries of guns 
were 


kept and as soon as a gun was disabled 
another was put in its place, the guns 
ranging in size from twelve to twenty 
pound field guns. 


Picketfs force started 
out 
and 


emerged from a little clump of trees. 
It seemed as though the Rebels were 
starting for the center of the 
Union 


line, but they made a quarter wheel 
and turned right towards the ceme- 
tery. When they got in 
range 
the 


Union artillery 'opened, on them and 
poured a terrible fire into the 
Rebel 


ranks, but they came.-right on, with 
their heads down, and the Union sol- 
diers were pouring it right into them. 
Our boys were in from the battery, 
b.ack of a stone wall, and none of the 
Rebels who got behind that wall went 
hack again. 


When the Rebels got in front of the 


trees, Stannard's Vermont 
Brigade, 


which was there, "wheeled right into 
the Rebel flank. 
In the face of such 


an attack the Rebel line broke, 
and 


when they broke the battle was ended. 
General Mcade had the Sixth Corps 
stationed near his • headquarters, hut

and the Rebels began. We tiled up 
to a rail fence, tore it down, and ad- 
vanced up the side of an incline. Rey- 
nolds was riding ahead of the 
regi- 


ment, and just as he reached the crest 
of the hill, he was shot down by a bul- 
let from the Rebels on the other side 
of the hill. Then the regiment came 
up on the run, and swept right over 
the top of the hill. The Rebels on the 
other side, seemed to have formed a 
skirmisli line, as they had stuck their 
flags up 
in the ground. When they 


saw us coming, their officers told them 
that we were state militia and 
we 


could hear them holler, "State militia 
be damned," and Big 
hats." At that 


time we wore a large hat cocked on 
one side, with a shield on one siflp. 
They 
were 
a 
mighty 
nice 
hat 


evn if the Rebels did 
call 
us "Big 


' Hats" 
for wearing them. 


AVell, we poured it right into 
the 


Rebels and they ran into a railroad 
cut where they surrendered and threw 
up their arms. As we passed out of 
the cut we could see another body of 
Rebels coming across the fields and 
we ran to meet them. Those in the 
railroad cut then turned and fired into 
our backs, but the 
Sixth Wisconsin 


came up and gave it to them 
in the 


ditch. 
Our whole brigade then swung 


• across and met Archer's Rebel brigade 


and Archer surrendered. We had cap- 


army. 
A general hush followed after 


the battle. 


The next morning—the morning of 


the Fourth—t went from Gulp's Hill 
to Round Top, and most every step of 
the way I could have walked on dead 
men's bodies, a distance of a mile or 
so. 


When the Battle broke out the army 


herd of cattle, which they used 
to 


drive along with the army to furnish 
fresh meat for the soldiers once in a 
while, was driven into what was called 
the Devil's Den, a place where a river 
had washed out big caves and banks. 
They had been butchering in there and 
I saw men there who had dropped dead 
at their work. 
There was one, who 


had skinned half of an animal; one 
w:as killed just after he had struck and 
killed an ox; and a third had been 
struck by a ball and had fallen' be- 
tween the legs of the ox he was skin- 
ning. In the caves in the bank where 
the Rebel shot had entered, the dead 
lay just as they had fallen. 


They had one place on the middle of 


the line, a big barn, that was used for 
a hospital, and the men were corded 
up in there. Most of those brought in 
were dead, and the others might as 
well have been for all the 
chance 


they had of securing hospital 
at- 


tendance. 


I was shot a lick in the leg 
and 


Lieutenant Showalter was shot in the 
big toe, the bullet running up his 
foot. 
We got into a curt and paid a 


man to take us over to Ijittletown. 
There we took the cars and went to 
Baltimore, took the train from Balti- 
more to Frederick City, and 
then 


footed it over South Mountain 
to 


lUigcrstown, and struck our regiment 
again. They were lying close to the 
Rebels, and the order had been given 
to attack in the morning, but when 
the morning came there were 
no 
tured more men than were in our own

OF HISTORY 


GEORGE CATL1N, PAINTER 


OF INDIANS. 


By A. W. MACY. 


The career of Gaorge Catlln, 


the American artist, is a good 
example of a life riccessfully 
devoted to a tingle object. He 
was born In Pennsylvania 
in 


1796. 
He studied law, but had 


a decided ,taste for art. In early 
life he conceived the Idea of ex- 
ecuting a series of Indian paint- 
ings, in order to rescue from ob- 
livion and save for future gener- 
ations the various .types 
and 


customs of the 
American 
ab- 


orlglnees. In 1832 he began trav- 
eling among the Indians, 
and 


for eight years he lived among 
the wild tribes of North 
and 


South America, studying 
their 


features, habits, customs, rites 
and ceremonies. 
He 
painted 


more than 500 portraits of In- 
dians, from life, 470 of them 
full length. This 
unique 
and 


valuable collection of paintings 
Is now owned by the U. S. gov- 
ernment, and may be seen 
In 


the National Museum at Wash- 
ington. 


Pastor Russell, In Remarkable Di«- 


course, Points Out That After All, 
the 
Spurious- Words Really Mako 


Nonsense—Directs Attention to th» 
Scriptures. 


Syracuse, N. T., 


June 30.—In one 
of Pastor Russell's 
discourses here to- 
day he spoke from 
this text: "To us 
there is but one 
God, 
the Father, 


of whom are all 
things, and we in 
Him; 
and one 


Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom are nil 
things, and wo by 


Him."—I Corinthians viii, G. 


Pastor Russell declared that for cen- 


turies Christians have been overlook- 
ing the real doctrine of the Trinity, set 
forth in the Bible, and have been per- 
plexing their rniuds in an endeavor to 
believe and understand the mysteri- 
ous theory of the creeds on the subject, 
which so persistently ignores the laws 
of 
mathematics, by declaring that 


three ones arc one; or nt times varying 
the declaration and asserting that one 
.s three. 


Auy one questioning this fabulous 


statement, even to the extent of asking 
an explanation, was branded a heretic 
and assured that the matter is a mys- 
tery which cannot be -understood, but 
that if denied the penalty -would be 
eternal torture; and in numerous in- 
stances, zealous persons had anticipat- 
ed the torture by burning the inquirer 
nt the stake, as. for instance, was done 
by our good brother John Calvin to 
Servctus. ' 


Doctrine of THnity Traced. 


There is.no unreasonable mystery 


connected, with the doctrine of tho 
Trinity as presented in the Bible, said 
Pastor Bussell. On the contrary, it is 
very simple, very reasonable, and very 
honoring to God the -Father, Jesus the 
Son, 
and to the Holy Spirit. 


The Pastor traced the doctrine of the 


Trinity, as presented in the creeds, to 
its source. It was not the teachings o.t 
Jesus and.the inspired Apostles, and 
surely not tbo belief of the Israelites, 
and those who for more than four 
thousand years had been God's people 
before Jesus' day. After the death of 
the Apostles, the Bishops erroneously 
claimed' to be their successors vested 
with Apostolic authority, and these 
formulated the creeds with their va- 
rious'inconsistencies and Bible contra- 
dictions. 


The Trinity of the creeds was intro- 


duced to offset the agnostic influences 
of the Greeks, who became interested 
in Christianity as n philosophy, but 
who denied its teachings respecting the 
prehuman existence of Jesus, the ne- 
cessity for His death as a sin-atone-1 
rnent, and the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion. 


lu proportion as the Grecians denied 


many Christians would combat their 
theory, and they advanced claim after 
claim until they reached the climax 
represented in our creeds of declaring 
that Jesus was His own Father and. 
His own Son at the same time, that 
one God, equal in power and glory, 
prayed to the other part of Himself 
with strong cryings nnd tears to be 
delivered from the power of the tomb, 
was heard and was raised from the 
dead by the power of the other part of 
Himself. • 


Indeed, said the Pastor, some have 


carried the matter so far ns to claim 
that when Jesus died the -world was 
for three days without a God, that He 
then raised Himself from the dead. 
Others, considering this an unreason- 
able view, claimed that Jesus never 
really died, but merely pretended to 
die—that all of the experiences of the 
cross were a mere farce, a pantomime, 
performed for the effect upon the peo- 
ple—that merely the body of Jesus died 
after crying, "My God, Jly God,' why 
hast Thou forsaken Me?" and that the 
real Jesus, the real God, stepped out 
and watched the proceedings and con- 
nived at the deception, including tho 
further deception respecting the resur- 
rection from the dead. 


AH of this must be abominable to 


the Father. 
AH Christians are per- 


plexed with this man-made mystery. 
Now, as Bible students are waking 
and are studying the Bible, they flncl 
that its teachings are very different 
from that of the creeds, that It Is very 
real, very logical, very beautiful, very 
harmonious. 


Trinity Supported fay Forgery. 


Before we come to tho examination 


of the Bible's testimony respecting the 
Trinity, I remind you that the word 
"trinity" does not occur in the Eng- 
lish Bible from Genesis to Revelation, 
and that no passage approximating 
such teaching is found there, except 
one, and that one is an interpolation, 
as all scholars, including Trinitarians, 
admit. The Revised Version expunges 
the additions (evidently added about 
the seventh century), because they are 
not found in any manuscripts of ear- 
lier date. 


The spurious passage is found in St. 


John's first Epistle, fi:7. 
Those sufli- 


ciently interested will read thfi pan- 
sage in its proper form in the Revised 
Version, aud we ask them to note that 
tbe additional words of the forgery 
really make nonsense, in that they

would be n your own home. It may 
be romantic to eat and sleep on the 
ground but it is a heap sight more 
comfortable to have beds and tables. 
\ table can be made by driving four 
stakes into the ground and covering 
the top with sticks or bark or boards. 
A bed can be made the same or a 
pile 
of 
springy 
twigs 
and 
light 


branches on the ground covered with 
a rubber blanket makes-a comfort 
able bed. 
Travel with as few dishes as poss- 


ible on account of making dish wash- 
ing burden. Paper plates are a boon 
to campers. If you are near a spring 
food can be kept cool and fresh by 
an improvised spring house. Outside 
dif a hole in the ground, line with 
paper or oil cloth— a handy twig to 
take on a camping trip—and cover 
with a top dressing of moss and soil. 
Bacon and hams 
may 
be 
covered 


with paper and hung high up in a 
tree for safe keeping having a rope 
fastened to the end of the branch to 
pull your handy pantry shelf down 
when you need a slice of meat. 


A few candles are convenient to 


give light and build fires when the 
wood is damp—a few bits of caudle 
set blazing beneath a criss-crossed 
mound of twigs will soon get a good 
blaze. A part of the fun of camping 
is in looking for

times a bit of bard green wood will 
serve the purpose much better than 
dry soft wood.

A sweater is a

ment for man or woman in camp. An 
almost indispensable article is

good supply of surgeon's plaster. Here 
are a few of the things for which it 
can be used: 
to 
patch 
a leaking 


canoe or tent or rain coat, to pull 
together the edges of a cut, to band- 
age a sprained joint or to bind splints 
on a broken limb until a surgeon can 
be seen, to protect a blistered foot or 
a burned hand, it can even'be used to 
stop up a hole in a can of condensed 
milk and thus exclude the air. Tv/o 
other requisites in camp are a.n ax, a 
real one, not a folding affair, and a 
waterproof match safe.
